LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP) — A 
new traffic bill. previding dras- 
tic penalties for bad @riving and 
jaywalking was introduced by 
the government yesterday in the 
House of Lords.

. The Tax Division never had juris- 
diction in Mr. Finnegan’s matter and 
never did it receive any kind of a re- 
port concerning it and never was 
there a tax case pending in the divi- 
sion that involved Mr. Finnegan. The 
confusion in the press and particu- 
larly in St. Louis continually associ- 
ated the Tax Division with the mat- 
ter. 

Senator Williams of Delaware 
asked me to confer with him in his 
office with other Senators on the 
‘ subject. I went there with members 

of my staff and there found out for 
the first time that the emphasis was 
being placed on the Finnegan matter, 
which was one of alleged malfeasance 
at the time. I promptly explained 
to Senator Williams and his col- 
leagues that my division had no juris- 
diction whatsoever in the matter and 
that it was one for the Criminal Di- 

_ vision to handle. I advised the Assist- 
ant Attorney General in charge of 
the criminal division and soon able 
trial counsel from that division was 
sent to St. Louis. 

In the meantime there were sever- 
al tax cases that had been brought to 
Judge Moore’s attention which had 
never been sent to the Tax Division. 

‘I sent an attorney from the Tax Di- 
vision to present those cases. 

I think the same grand jury consid- 

‘ered tax cases and then the criminal 
division stepped in and presented the 
malfeasance cases to the grand jury 
and, when a lull would come in the 
criminal division’s efforts, the tax at- 
torney would continue where he left 
off. There never would have been 
any confusion nor any misunder- 
standing had I known at the outset 

_ that the malfeasance cases were the 
ones that received the greater empha- 
sis and when I discovered that a rem- 
edy was promptly provided.

President Beleaguered 


Within a month President Eisenhower has 
been attacked twice from within the ranks of 
his own party. Senator Knowland broke with 
him on foreign policy and Senator McCarthy 
declared war politically when he “apologized” 
to the American people for urging the Presi- 
dent’s election in 1952. 

The political consequences of these events 
could be enormous. They could foreshadow a 
bitter struggle for power at the 1956 Republican 
convention, or even a fatal schism leading to the 
organization of a new party by the right wing 
extremists. 

What is most important at this moment, how- 
ever, is the need for a great national rallying 
behind the President on the two basic issues at 
stake. There is not the slightest question that 
on the substance of these issues he is right and 
his Republican assailants are wrong. 

When Senator Knowland tries to drum up 
public opinion for a China blockade, he is not 
only disagreeing with the President, who rightly 
refuses to be provoked into warlike acts, but is 
trying to seize command of foreign policy, which 
is constitutionally vested in the Executive. 

Any Senator of course has a right to disagree 
with any President, but the Republican floor 
leader in this case is not trying to influence 
policy as it is being formed. He seeks instead to 
set himself up as a rival center of policy forma- 
tion. By the exertion of political pressure, he 
would usurp the President's responsibilities—and 
in a bad cause. 

The President is entitled to the unreserved 
backing of the people, irrespective of party, in 
his resistance to the Knowland pressure. At 
this dangerous hour we cannot afford two helms- 
men steering in opposite directions—all the less 
so when the President's course is so clearly the 
right one. His is the course of firmness, but 
patience; of peace, but dedication to principle; 
of strength, but avoidance of provocative ten- 
sions. 

McCarthy's assault basically is cut from the 
same cloth as Knowland’s. He, too, would usurp 
the Executive prerogative, not only in the con- 
duct of foreign policy, but in the supervision of 
the Executive establishment. He, too, would sub- 
stitute his own irresponsible political pressure 
for the considered adoption of sound policies in 
the field of internal security. He would divert 
national attention from our real problems to a 
perpetual circus of trials-by-committee which 
serve only one purpose, the perpetual aggrandize- 
ment of Joe McCarthy. 

The President has chosen not to enter into a 
direct debate with McCarthy, but there is no 
question that the issue is drawn, and none either 
that the President is entitled to the people’s 
backing. His is the primary responsibility for 
internal security, and his methods of fulfilling 
that duty are far better than McCarthy’s. The 
Administration has already made far too many 
concessions to the McCarthy techniques. It has 
no shadow of pretext for making any more. 

There is no use ignoring the fact that between 
them Knowland and McCarthy may be able to 
command a majority of the Republicans in Con- 
gress. But if the President occupies a minority 
position with respect to them, with respect to 
the country he is the leader of a vast majority 
—the majority which demands peace. without 
appeasement abroad, security without abuse of 
constitutional rights at home. 
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Right Along With Alexander 


A fellow can never know when some trivial 
act of his is going to make history. Maybe it’s 
nothing more than parking his car on the street 
somewhere, and bingo! he has wrought for the 
the ages. ‘ 

James L. Wilmeth, a living example of the 
above truths, thought nothing of it when he 
parked his automobile in front of the United 
States Treasury in Washington one day 40 years 
ago. While the old buggy was sitting there, some- 
one snapped a picture of the Treasury Building, 
with the Wilmeth Ford parked alongside. Years 
later, that picture was exhumed and put on the 
$10 bill, where it is located at about the same 
point on the back as Mr. Hamilton’s cravat on 
the front. 

The story came out only a few days ago. A 
second cousin of Mr. Wilmeth (Mr. W.. now lives 
near Philadelphia) works in the classified ad- 
vertising department of the Memphis Commer- 
cial Appeal. And as that newspaper says with 
rare insight: “You can’t go around being the 
second cousin of a man whose Ford is on a $10 
bill without people eventually finding out 
about it.” 

And so Mr. Wilmeth, by no more than scoot- 
ing up to the curb and cutting off the engine, 
parked in a niche in history—maybe a small 
one, but who's to say it is obscure when it’s 
right there back of Alexander Hamilton? 
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Toward Professional Mental Care 

A mental health commission for Missouri, as 
proposed by the Senate Mental Health Commit- 
tee, could be a starting step in the right direc- 
tion. It could shake off the paralyzing clutch of 
the political spoils system and begin profession- 
alizing mental care. 

The state’s first need in this field is a director 
of the division of mental health who has the 
faith that the mentally ill can be reclaimed and 
the zeal to try to do it. The Senate committee, 
under the leadership of Senator Spradling of 
Cape Girardeau, would aim at this result by 
taking the appointment out of the hands of the 
Governor and vesting it in the proposed mental 
health commission. 

From there on, what the commission, and the 
director, could do would depend largely on what 
the Governor was willing to recommend and the 
Legislature to provide in the way of appropria- 
tions. Missouri has been niggardly in appropria- 
tions for the mentally ill. Too many of its legis- 
lators—-and of its Governors, including Gov. 
Donnelly—have failed to see that stinting on 
appropriations for the. mental institutions is 
false economy. 

It costs far more to take hopeless custodial 
care of the mentally ill for the rest of their lives 
than to treat them, ending the financial burden 
of those who can be cured and released. 

Whether the proposed three-man commission 
should be composed of two psychiatrists and one 
neurologist, as Senator Spradling’s committee 
suggests, might be further considered. Without 
a doubt at least one member should be profes- 
sionally qualified in the field. But if all three 
are from related professions, might not the com- 
mission suffer in effectiveness? It will need to 
show a good business head, and it will really 
function only if it.can rally citizens throughout 
the state, and political office-holders at Jeffer- 
son City, to support of its program. 

There will be tough sledding for the Senate 
Mental Health Committee, for, contrary to the 
adage about a woman scorned, hell hath few 
furies like a practical politician in danger of 


being deprived of appointments. It will be de 


serving of all the effort, however, if the Sprad-’ 
ling committee can set Missouri on the road to 
an enlightened program of rehabilitation for its 
mental wards. ' 
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Only Themselves to Blame 

If Democratic members of the Board of Alder- 
men run into trouble in the spring election they 
have only themselves to blame. As a group the 
overwhelmingly Democratic majority on the 
board seems to be doing its level best to write 
a record that will influence the voters to turn 
it out of office. 

Quite apart from the fact that two of the 21 
Democrats have been indicted on a total of six 
bribery charges, there is the unhappy tendency 
of the others in the majority to ignore the gen- 
eral interest. The most dramatic recent example, 
of course, was the Legislative Committee’s ac- 
tion in killing the possibility of choosing at the 
Jan. 25 special election freeholders to draft a 
new city charter. | 

This selfish blocking of an essential step 
toward municipal reform even drew the sharp- 
est kind of a rebuke from Mayor Tucker, # Dem- 
ocrat. While his words were directed to the 
board in general they should have been aimed 
directly at his fellow Democrats. The board’s 
seven Republicans could have done nothing 
even if they had put up a fight. 

There Have been other instances where the 
special interest of City Hall politicians or their 
friends came first. For example, the Democratic 
majority has begun a petty raid on the earnings 
tax revenue. Over the Mayor’s vetoes the Demo- 
crats have passed out extremely questionable 
pay rises to deserving party supporters in the 
patronage offices of the Sheriff and Recorder 
of Deeds. This is probably only the beginning.

surely are not to be ignored. 

Then there is the building code amendment 
to permit the use of metal paneling in exterior 
walls. The aldermanic Public Safety Committee 
had been doing nothing to move this measure, 
even thought it threatened to cost St. Louis 
some new construction. Evidently the brick- 
layers were more important than the general 
interest. The committee acted only after the 
public had been alerted. Even at that it has 
recommended only a watered-down version of 


'the amendment. 


What kind of performance the Democratic 
majority will put on between now and next 
spring’s municipal election remains to be seen. 
Unless there is a decided change in the direction 
of the public interest the party may suffer a 
few casualties come election day. 
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A Statistic or Two 

‘With the passing of November comes the 
monthly statement from Washington on im- 
proved employment conditions. Secretary of 
Commerce Weeks and Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell report “a further improvement in the 
job situation.” 

Yet their report also shows that unemploy- 
ment increased by 79,000 from October to No- 
vember, total employment dropped by 410,000 
and factory employment stood 900,000 below 
this time last year. So it might be asked how 
this is an “improvement”? 

Messrs. Weeks and Mitchell have an explana- 
tion. Farm employment dropped after the har- 
vest, as usual, but other employment increased, 
and between the two the November decline in 
total jobs was less than seasonal. 

This is a legitimate argument but it may not 
bear too frequent repetition. Certainly the fig- 
ures do not prove that unemployment is at a criti- 
cal point—except for the unemployed. But the 
figure of 2,893,000 jobless in November hardly 
offers a cause for celebration either. 

When the argument is that things are getting 
better because they are not getting worse as 
fast as they might, the public can only keep 
its fingers crossed—and wait for the next report. 
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Why Private Power Costs More 

Edgar H. Dixon, who is making a round of 
personal: appearances in behalf of the Dixon- 
Yates power contract, oversimplified a bit be- 
fore the National Press Club. 

“The sole difference” between private and 
public power, he said, “has to do with the cost 
of money and the taxes we must pay.” So, he 
declared, “To me it is a basic fact that we can- 
not compete pricewise ... when we are playing 
the game by two separate sets of rules.” 

As we said, it’s not quite that simple. Some 
private companies, on their toes because of 
public-power competition in neighboring areas, 
have found it possible to compete very credit- 
ably with lowered prices. With the private pow- 
er industry nationally, the picture is rather dif- 
ferent. 

The fact that the private power companies’ 
administrative and general expenses, on the 
average, are 26.5 per cent higher than those of 
public power systems, may help to explain why 
private companies lag in reducing prices to their 
customers. 

The fact that accounting and collecting cost 
private companies 33.6 per cent more than they 
cost public systems may provide further ex- 
planation. 

The fact that transmission expenses. of pri- 
vate companies exceed those of public systems 
by 100 per cent may throw some light on the 
matter. 

(These figures were compiled by the American 
Public Power Association.) 

The private systems are playing the game as 
to transmission, accounting and collective and 
administrative matters by the same set of rules 
as the public systems—and getting beaten sound- 
ly in their own field of business management. 

If they really want to compete, the challenge 
is straight up to them. 

Public power, meanwhile, plainly is perform- 
ing a public service, for customers of private 
power as well as its own. It is showing private 
power where and how costs can be cut and 
passed on to consumers in reduced prices. 
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Once-Over for Drivers 

Automobile drivers can deteriorate, without 
knowing it—a fact which the Greater New York 
Safety Council is recognizing in a way St. Louis 
could very well emulate. Whether the deteriora- 
tion is in vision or in driving habits, it may oc- 
cur so gradually that the driver does not realize 
it is happening. So the council is offering to give 
safe-driving tests to all drivers who apply—and 
to do it free of charge. | 

The tests will be given by driver training ex- 
perts from business and trucking companies, by 
specialists from the New York University Center 
for Safety Education, and by the Brooklyn Op- 
tometric Society. Physical reaction and psycho- 
logical tests will be given, and tests of vision. 

Often even a driver’s best friend will not tel 
him about the deterioration in his driving. Here 
is a way for him to find out authoritatively, as a

Democrats say ‘loyalty’ pledge which threatened party split at 
1952 convention is now dead; Virginia newspaper suggests it 
was not such an insult to South as thought and ‘loyalty’ idea 
was myth; meant to list Democrats as Democrats on ballot.

A dispatch to the Virginian-Pilot from 
New Orleans, dealing with the meeting 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
quoted former chairman Stephen A. 
Mitchell as announcing that “the idea 
of requiring a personal pledge of con- 
vention delegates to support the nation- 
al nominees—a move that threatened 
to split the party in 1952—had been 
abandoned .. .” 


The dispatch quoted Senator Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota, “who led the fight 
for the _ so-called 
‘loyalty oath’ at the 
1952 convention,” 
as saying that “any 
such pledge _ is 
‘out.’” It referred 
also to “the obvious 
victory for the 
Southern wing of 
the party, which 
has balked at com- 
mitting itself to any 
candidate in  ad- 
vance of his actual 
choice by the con- 
vention...” 

In the light of 
these statements it 
is necessary to look at the record. The 
so-called “loyalty oath” is contained in 
the Moody resolution introduced into 
the 1952 Democratic National Conven- 
tion. That resolution had three para- 
graphs. The first said that the tempo-

the nominees ofthe convention for 
President and Vice President, through 
their names or those of electors pledged 
to them, appear on the election ballot 
under the heading, name or designation 
of the Democratic party. Such assur- 
ance shall be given by the chairman of 
each delegation, and shall not be bind- 
ing upon those delegates who shall so 
signify, to the credentials committee 
prior to its report to this convention.”

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 9—St#e high school basketball com- 
petition will be in three classes next season, with schools of about 
the same enrollment more evenly matched than they are under 
the present two-division arrangement. 


T. L. (Jake) Noel, secretary of 
the Mi High School Ac- 
tivities ssociation, has an- 
nounced that the three-divisional 
state championship series was 
approved, 279 to 174, in balloting 
among members. 

The proposal specifies that no 
more than half of the participat- 
ing teams may compete in any 
one class, 


The Board of Control of the 
association will determine be- 
fore next year which schools will 
compete in each division, and 
must set up an extra tournament 
to help select divisional state 
champions.’ The Class A tour- 
nament is to be in St. Louis this 
season, with Class B at Cape 
Girardeau. 


In other action, members of 
the association in effect abol- 
ished state championships in 
cross country, wrestling and 
swimming by approving, 288 to 
162, proposals that state cham- 
pionships shall be determined 
only in sports in which at least 
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10 per cent of thé member 
schools participate. 


Two other amendments also 
were approved. One specifies 
that all member schools will vote 
on propositions where associa- 
tion money is used, changing 
regulations which permitted par- 
ticipating schools alone to vote 
on those activities. The vote 
was 333 to 104, 


The second, accepted 299 to 
161, provides that maximum lim- 
itations that apply to a team in 
regard to games and tourna- 
ments shall also apply to an in- 
dividual—limiting the number 
of games in which players can 
be shifted from A to B teams. 

Only one proposal was reject- 
ed, that by 205 to 251, which 
would cut the maxinium basket- 


ball schedules from 18 to 16 


games.

Handcuffed a United States 
attorney in a citizens’ arrest for 
allegedly violating their consti- 
tutional rights by holding the 
plane. 

And went on a 23-day hunger 
strike while in federal custody, 
protesting against one-year sen- 
tences on charges of interfering 
with the federal officer they 
handcuffed. 

George and Charles Finn, 40 
years old, have been in the head- 
lines since the plane was seized 
by the Government at Scotty's 
Death Valley airstrip after they 
had flown it from Bakersfield, 
Calif., in an attempt to hide it 
from federal officials.

It 
alleged that under terms of the 
sale it could be used only for a 
classroom or re-sold for scrap. 

Judge Mathes ruled that un- 
der California law the school 
district acquired full title to the 
plane and had the right to sell 
it. He held that terms of the 
Government sale, limiting re- 
sale, conflicted with Federal 
Statutes on war surplus. Mathes 
said the latter statutes seek to 
promote “free, independent, pri- 
vate enterprise” and to afford 
“returning veterans opportuni- 
ties as proprietors.” 

United States Attorney Laugh- 
lin E. Waters — the man the 
Finns handcuffed on a down- 
town street — said the Govern- 
ment had not decided whether 
to appeal Judge Mathes’s ruling.

THIS MAY BE an entirely satisfactory ar- 
rangement, even from the standpoint of good 
land-use, provided the owner maintains a real — 
interest in the health and well-being of his land” 
and works with the-tenant farmer accordingly. 
Teo often, however, he is interested only in 
thé cash yield produced by the land, while his 
tenant is interested in making a big enough 
stakego that he can move-on and acquire land 
of his own. When this’ happens, even the 
richest, tarid takes’ a beating. . Planted to row 
crops season after. season, plowed up after 
harvest and left bare during the winter, it gradu- 
ally loses its store of organic matter and becomes 
subject t6 wind erosion. Tile drainage drops 
the water-table and there is gradual sheet 
erosion on gentlest slopes. 

When this land is owner-farmed, on the other 
hand, it can produce just about the highest 
standard of country living in America. And as 
you drive through the area, it is possible to 
pick ou* practically every one of these owner- 
operated farms. Houses are big, generous, well 
built and maintained—and.the same is true of 
the farm buildings. Herds of breeding stock 
are much in evidence—beef or dairy cattle, sheep 
and hogs—while on the rented land there are 
few aninials or, at most, steers being fattened.

Of the Gesell institute of Child Development : 


HE 18-monther has a mind of his own, a will of his own, 
T a temper of his own. He knows exactly what he wants 
and he wants it now. No substitutions please! And no 
delay. 
. Attempt to make him go somewhere that he doesn't 
«want to go, do something that he doesn’t want to do, or give 
ap something he wants to keep, and tears and temper are 
apt to result. He expresses his temper very effectively by 
stiffening out, and kicking, and screaming. . 
‘In a fight-to-the-finish battle of wills you may come out 
the winner, but, if you will take the trouble (and have the 
akill) to use the indirect approach, then perhaps nobody 
needs to lose.

AS WE HAVE SUGGESTED, luring him away from a 
forbidden object or distracting him, usually works much 
better than a direct “No, no,” or an effort to take the thing 
away ffom him. (Though holding out your hand with a 
@mileg and saying “Tata” or “da doo” or whatever words 
means “Thank you” to him may cause him to release the 
object. But he is an Indian giver and may want it right 
back again, especially if-it is in sight.) 

When it is a matter of getting him to. do something he 
dislikes, rather than give up some desired object, you will 
need to use more skill, but the indirect approach may. still 
be used to advantage. 


For instance, suppose that, like some 18-monthefs, he 
objects to having his diaper changed.

; THIS MOTHER allowed her baby (who at most times 
- was forbidden to play with safety pins) to hold the two 
safety-diaper pins, She would then arrange the diapers and 
say “Pin?” The baby, lying quietly while his diapers were 
being folded onto him, would then give up the first pin 
with a smile. Then the mother would say “Pin” again. But 
this time the baby made a game of it, and only when he was 
fully ready, released the second pin, 
_ ‘This took a little longer, but it was a game which both 
mother and baby enjoyed. And it turned diaper changing 
into a pastime rather than a struggle. 

This mother, by using trickery and, again, a somewhat 
indirect approach, has been known to get her 18-monther to 
take early-morning nap. Not, certainly, by telling 
him to stay in his crib and sleep some more—but simply by 
leaving the shades down, changing him and giving him an 
extra bottle and then going out and leaving him. 

Or, when they're walking up a hill and he, in 18 months 
decides that he wants to walk down, she finds that 
around in a complete circle she can often get 
) up the hill. P 
‘This kind of thing, of course, doesn’t always work, but 
it suggests that the use of wit rather than brute force will 
often pay off in your daily dealings with an 18-monther.

NYONE who has evel 

scanned the want ads of a 

newspaper has seen the fa- 
miliar “special notice,” which 
says, in effect, “I, John Doe, 
City of St. Louis, State of Mis- 
souri, do hereby give notice that 
I will not be responsible for any 
debts contracted after this date 
by anybody except myself, 
(Signed) John Doe.” 

Sometimes there are a whole 
string of them, and they trail 
a sorry story of unfulfilled 
hopes, shattered dreams and 
broken vows. 

Last Sunday a lot of people 
who happened to be reading 
through one of these special no- 
tices in the Post-Dispatch got 
about half way through, stopped, 
and started over again, just to 
be sure their eyes weren't play- 
ing tricks on them. They 
weren’t. What they read was as 
follows: 

“I am responsible for all debts 
and obligations of my wife. 
Charlotte. T.. both present and 
future, and am more than happy 
to be the provider for a woman 
who has borne me six ‘ovely 
children’ and, with an’ over 
abundance of love and care, has 
made the past 21 years of loving 
— the nicest years of my

“On this, the eve of our 
twenty-first wedding anniver- 
sary, I wish to publicly express 
my gratitude. (Signed) Philip 
C, Lucido.” 

It is something of a commen- 
tary on, life today that this ex- 
pression of marital affection 
transformed the Lucidos from 
just qnother family living on an- 
other street into something very 
special, whom friends, acquaint- 
ances and even total strangers 
by the dozens suddenly regarded 
with admiration, respect and 
something akin to awe. 

Their telephone started ring- 
ing early Sunday morning as 
people saw the ad, and it was 
still ringing three days later. 
Nothing could sum up the re- 
action better than the first tele- 
phone call Mrs. Lucido received. 
It was a man. He said, “You 
don’t know me lady, but I just 
want to congratulate you.

When the ad was called to my 
attention on Monday morning, 
I checked with the classified ad- 
vertising department and learned 
the ad had come in by tele- 
phone. When the _ customer 
started reading the ad, the ad- 
taker stopped him and said that 
special notices of this nature 
had to be notarized and brought 
in in person. But the caller said, 
“Wait a minute, you haven't 
heard all the ad.”

When I phoned Lucido, I dis- 
covered I was a long way from 
being among the first to con- 
gratulate him.

ANDEL’S “Messiah,” a seasonal favorite as well as the 

world’s most famous oratorio, appears in a new recording 

by the Huddersfield Choral Society, the Liverpool Philhar- 
monic Orchestra and four good soloists all directed by Sir Mal- 
colm Sargent. (Angeli, three 12-inch LPs in album.) There are 
eight versions of this work now extant and any choice between 
the best three or four would have to be determined by individual 
inclination. They are all good. A factor favorable to the present 
recording is the fresh, vigorous tone and the cohesive ensemble 
of the Huddersfield chorus. This is reputed to be the best 
oratorio choir in the Efglish speaking world. Such a claim may 
be an exaggerated claim; but it is certainly a wonderful choir. 
Sargent’s interpretation of the work is based on his selective 
judgment applied to accumulated traditions. He thinks all at- 
tempt to reproduce in “first performance” at Dublin are doomed 
to failure because nobody knows just how it sounded. Moreover, 
the probabilities are that it was a bad performance since the 
forces involved were meager and untrained.

CAROLS: Two new recordings of Christmas Carols are more 
than ordinarily appealing. “The First Christmas in Carols” avoids 
some of the more familiar ones that,*unfortunately, have been 
shamefully commercialized. Among those included are “In Dulci 
Jubilo,” “No Room in the Inn,” “King Herod and the Cock,” and 
“Children’s Song of the Nativity.” The recording is made by 
the Societas Musical Choir of Copenhagen, Jorgen Hansen direc- 
tor. The singing is beautifully simple but ardent. ‘(Haydn So- 
ciety, one 12-inch LP.) The second recording, “The Christmas 
Mood,” presents carols written by Alfred Burt, an American 
amateur musician who died recently at the age of 34. They 
are selected from a larger number written originally ag Christmas 
greetings to his friends. They show an interesting musical inven- 
tiveness as well as sensitiveness to the qualities of the text. 
The lyrics, too, are original, having been written by Mr. Burt's 
father, Bates G. Burt, and Wilha Hutson. They are well sung by 
Columbia Choir, Bud Linn conducting. (Columbia, one 10- 
inch LP.)

BALLET: Tschaikowsky'’s ingratiating fairy-tale ballet “The 
Nutcracker” is presented complete by the Symphony Orchestra 
and Chamber Chorus of Radio Berlin, Otto Dobbrindt conducting. 
(Urania, two 12-inch LPs.) The Minneapolis Symphony Orches- 
tra’s recording, also complete, offers a better balanced sonority, 
but the character of the various sections in the Urania set is 
more interestingly projected.

ORGAN: A selection of “Christmas Organ Music” played by 


: Fritz Heitman, a Berlin organist, contains a considerable variety 


of works by Johann Sebastian Bach, Dietrich Buxtehude, Johann 
Walther and Georg Bohm. Included are Bach’s Pastorale in F 
and Fantasia in G Major. The clean sonorities well reproduced, 
and never more so than in the complex contrapuntal passages. 
(Telefunken, one 12-inch LP.)

GREGORIAN CHANT: The Christmas Cycle is a part of the 
Ordinary Mass of the Roman Catholic Church sung to fixed texts 
which was given an official status by Pope Gregory. This cycle 
together with the Easter Liturgy are sung in a new recording by 
the Fathers of Saint-Esprit du Grand Scholastica, Chevilly, France. 
Aside from the appropriateness to the season these are excellent 
éxamples of the tranquillizing power of the unison chant. (Angel, 
one 12-inch LP.)

ENGLISH CATHEDRAL MUSIC: St. Paul's Cathedral Choir 
of London makes evident in a recording what a continuing tra- 
dition can mean to a choral organization. Such Baroque carols 
as “Gabriel’s Message,” “After the Blessing,” and “The Infant 
King” have a peculiarly exalted beauty that comes from the 
pure, soft texture of the boy’s voices to which the adult male 
singers are adjusted. Unity and a homogerieous blend of sound 
are also quite evident. The recording contains Christmas Music, 
Easter Music, Anthems, Motets and Madgrigals, mostly English
